2. The amendment filed 04-04-2007 does not introduces any new matter into the disclosure.

3. The abstract and drawings have been amended per objection, therefore objection to 
abstract and drawing have been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant has amended independent claims 1 and 7 to overcome prior art rejection.

have been fully considered, extensively searched in prior art as well as PUPUB and are 
persuasive as they do overcome prior art rejection; which puts application number 10780748 in 
condition for allowance.

5. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 



6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's argument filed on 04-04-2007 are convincing. As argued by applicant in 
remarks under claim rejection page 9, paragraphs 1-3 the prior art of Ishii (6,670,944 Bl) in view 
of Sipvey et al. (5,886,353) and Sekine (6,930,665 B2) fails to recite or disclose the uniquely 
distinct features represented by underlined bold claim below; 

a shift register including of a plurality of unit circuits each having a time-shifter 
comprising a NAND circuit to receive an input pulse as one input thereof; and a holder 
having a PMOS transistor and an NMOS transistor, which are connected in series between 
a power supply and a clock input end fed with a clock pulse and of which gates and drains 
are mutually connected in common respectively, wherein the input end of said holder is 
connected to the output end of said NAND circuit and the output potential thereof is fed as 
another input to said NAND circuit.
